Electric Corp. blacks out 
Petah Tikva’s city hall

HAIFA. — The. Israe] Electric Cor- 
poration turned off the power at 
Petah Tikva city hall yesterday be- 
cause the municipality has not paid 
its 1515 billion June Electricity bill. 

.. The corporation spokesman said 
the municipality had tried to be 
“smast,” by paying off the July bill. 
while the Jarger June bill was still 

outstanding. 

The JEC did not accept this pay- 
ment and was forced to cut supplies 
after the municipality refused to pay 
the June bill despite repeated warn- 
ings, he said. 

He warned that er supplies to 
other public buildings in the town 
would be cut unless the bill is paid. 

The IEC’s action provoked a bit- 
ter response from the municipal 
spokesman. He said Petah Tikva, 
like other local authorities, was 
caught in the middle. 

On the one hand, government 


agencies demand payment for ser- 
vices, while on the other the Interior 
and Finance Ministries are consis- 
tently late in transferring funds to 
the authorities. Authorities like 
Petah Tikva have to borrow large 
sums at high rates of interests and cut 
down on development projects to 
maintain basic services. 

“The Electric-‘Corporation should 
disconnect the power supplies to the 
Interior and Finance Ministries and 
maybe then they ‘would begin to 
understand our problems,” he said. 

The IEC also warned that it may 
cut power to Jerusalem’s Kfar Shaul 
psychiatric hospital “because of un- 
paid debts from June and July 
amounting to 15.1.4 million. 

The corporation spokesman said 
that in the past the TEC has refrained 
from disconnecting electricity to 
sensitive paces like hospitals. It may 
have no choice, however, unless the 
hospital administration pays its 
debts, he siiJ. 


Soviet policy against Jews 
denounced as ‘Stalinist’ 


The Public Committee for Yosef 
Begun yesterday condemned Soviet 
policy toward Jews as “reminiscent 
of the days of Stalin.”

The birth yesterday of identical 
twin boys to a couple who had been 
trying for 10 years to have a child was 
not greeted with much surprise at the 
Maternity Division at Sheba Hospit- 
al in Tel Hashomer, where test-tube 
babies are becoming so common as 
to be almost unremarkable. 

Prof. David Serr, director of the 
division, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that in vitro (test tube) 
fertilization already succeeds in a 
higher percentage of cases than 


natural fertilization. Serr said that of 
eggs fertilized in vivo (naturally) 
only 33 per cent develop into full- 
term pregnancies, while in test tube 
fertilizations the rate of success is 
already over 35 per cent and climb- 
ing. 

Serr also said that of these success- 
ful births, multiple pregnancies com- 
prise 40 per cent, making twins or 
triplets unremarkable. 

The latest twins, delivered by 
Caesarean section, weighed 2.5 and 
2.3 kilos and were reported to be in 
fine condition.

Israelis still prefer holiday abroad —

The spectre of economic instabil- 
ity seems to be making Israelis think 
twice about taking a holiday inside 
the country. but is making them: 
more eager than ever to travel 
abroad, travel agents in Jerusalem 
revealed yesterday. 

“There are rooms to be had every- 
where. in every price bracket. 
although not necessarily in the mast 
sought-after hotels,” Adeena Brand 
of the Promised Land agency told 
The Jerusalem Post. Even kibbutz 
guest houses, which are normally 
booked solid long before Succot. 
have some vacancies for the holiday. 
she said. 

During Rosh Hashana. which this 
year-with Shabbat makes a three-day 
weekend, even more space is avail- 
able. The only places with no room 
are guest houses at Orthodox kib- 
butzim, she said. 

Generally, she noted. prices are 


high. A popular kibbutz guest house 
is charging $83 per day for a double 
room with half-board and a seaside 
five-star resort hotel $135. both in- 
cluding VAT. But there are cheaper 
accommodations, she added. 

Netanya, for example, has had a 
slow year and, perhaps as a result, a 
double room with half-board in u 
four-star hatel there is going for $71 
on Rosh Hashana and 502 during 
Succot. The prices have not gone 
down in Eilat but some hotels are 
full. although there is no problem 
finding a room in the Red Sea resort 
which traditionally fills up with 
Israelis during holidays. 

Even Tiberias, which this summer 
had problems with visitors sleeping 
in the parks and buying out the 
grocery stores. has rooms available. 
. Generaily, she said. Israelis are 
staying away from hotels within the 
country when they churge their regu- 
Jar rates. Tt is only when they offer a 
bargain that local people are 


attracted. 

Meanwhile. Mark Feldman. of 
Ziontours. said there has been no 
fetup in the number of Israelis plan- 
ning to go abroad. He said that most 
are headed for such traditional pack- 
age four spots as Palma de Mz allorea, 
Those headed for further destina- 
tions are usually immigrants plun- 
ning to spend the High Holy Days 
with their families. 

Potential travellers do not seem 
deterred by the $100 travel tax and 
the 15 per cent surcharge on dollars. 
he said. If anything. they are eager to 
leave before stiffer restrictions are 
imposed, 

Evidently for the same reasons, 
the El Al and Maof offers of tickets 
purchased now for ἃ set price for a 
year are selling very well, People are 
hoping that by buying now, they will 
evade any future ἴαχον which may by 
imposed, he said.

Lebanim, the institute employs 12 
part-time researchers -- psycholog- 
ists, social scientists, historians and 
communications experts — who con- 
duct studiés and seminars. The insti- 
tute plans an eventual centre of its 
AFTER RESEARCHING prop- 
aganda techniques, the staff de- 
veloped a number of models of how 
truths and half-truths are twisted 
into falsehoods; how two unrelated 
pieces of film are combined in order 
to mislead. Representatives of va- 


tious Jewish organizations leamed 
of the institute's work and asked to 
see‘ the Karren collection of prop- 
aganda films. 


As a result, the institute de- 
veloped seminars for those in- 
terested'in propaganda research. So 
far, 4,000 overseas students - both 
Jewish and non-Jewish —" have 
attended the seminars, learning how 
to conduct monitoring of TV news 
abroad. 


“We showed them how ‘fault by 
implication’ is used in the media,” 
said Gitlis in an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post. “For example, there 
was a report of 10 ‘respiratory 
machines in Hadassah Hospital in 


Jerusalem, and then a report about a * 


shortage of such machines in Ramal- 
lah Hospital, with Arab children 
suffering. The implication is that

The institute recently conducted 
an experiment in West Germany. 
instructing some of its seminar 
graduates there to monitor TV news 
broadcasts, looking for misinforma- 
tion regarding Israel. When the 
graduates found unfair treatment of 
Israel, they complained to local 
poedia chiefs, who later made correc- 
tions or apologies on the air. Gitlis 
hopes to do-the same with American 
students. 


“We have become an advisory 
centre on propaganda,” says Gitlis. 
who has produced many information 
films in the past for Israeli institu- 
tions and organizations.’ However. 
as the head of a non-political insti- 
tute, he turns down all requests for 


advice from political parties. 

The institute recently acquired an 
important collection of 450 prop- 
aganda films produced by the PLO 
and is now conducting intensive re- 
search. Gitlis predicts that future 
findings will bring a “revolution™ to 
Israeli information efforts through 
the use of film. 


HE NOTES that until the 1970s. 

Arab propaganda films consisted of 
political messages regarding the re- 
fugees arid the need fora Palestinian 
state. But today, he continues. the 
films are strictly anti-Semitic. 
“Israeli soldiers are ‘portrayed as 
rapists and murderers,” he says. 
Films have been edited to imply that 
Israeli soldiers exhume the graves of 
the enemy and extract gold teeth 
from the mouths.

and usurp his power; it went out into 
the streets of Bucharest and initiated 
brawls; it entered the Jewish Quar- 
ter, arrested Jews and murdered 
them in the slaughterhouse (banging 
the bodies on meat hooks and labell- 
ing them “kosher meat”) or in the 
surrounding forests. 

In the pogrom, the police also 
burned down the Sephardi synago- 
gue, set other syn: es on fire, 
plundered shops and bummed homes 
and businesses, spreading terror and 
turning the quarter | into a waste- 
land. 

In one incident, a group of 30 
members of a Jewish pioneer youth 
movement, including this writer, 
was placed under arrest. Subjected 
to unspeakable tortures and bumilia- 
tions, they remained alive only by a 
miracle. Most of that group sow live 
in Israel, and can recall the period in 
every detail. 

One day before the revolt, Trifa 
incited his followers to go out against 
the *‘Judeo-Communists.” Once the 
revolt was over, his ambition was to 
become minister in the government 
of Iron Guard leader Sima, then 
deputy prime minister, who beaded 
the abortive insurrection.

THE ROLE OF VICTIM 


Soviet Russia, led them to support 
Antonescu instead of the Iron Guard 
and, consequently, the revolt failed. 
But Germany saved the perpetrators 
from retribution, removing them to 
the fatherland under protection. 
And Trifa. instead of becoming 
government minister. became 2 
“protected person,” living at Ger- 
man expense in various barracks, 
including those at Dachau concen- 
tration camp. Apparently for this 
reason, he feels he should be consi- 
dered a victim of the Germans. 


IT WOULD BE interesting to know 
on what Trifa bases his claim that his 
movement, which surrendered un- 
conditionally to the Nazis. can be 
portrayed as an anti-Nazi move- 
ment. The fact that he was forced, at 
the age of 70, to leave the United 
States. the stronghold of his 
ecumenical power. and begin the life 
of an exile, is certainly some vindica- 
tion of the concept of crime and 
punishment. 

Two things are beyond doubt: | 
Valerian Trifa was the leader of a 
Rumanian-style Nazi movement. 
His incitement led to the extermina- 
tion of Rumanian Jews. In Israel and 
Portugal — and everywhere elsé in 
the world—he should be regarded as 
a war criminal who has not yet been 
brought to justice. 

Instead of regretting his actions. 
Trifa is attempting to present him- 
self. today as he did then, as the; 
victim of an internal Jewish con- 
spira

manter, it is imperative that the 
Israeli authorities hand over im- 
mediately to the Portuguese all the 
material in their possession on the, 
Tron Guard and on Trifa. Possibly 
there is even justification for sug- 
gesting that Portugal send an official 
investigator τὸ Israel to interview 
witnesses and flesh ont the historical 
material with first-hand informa- 
tion.

There are admittedly many hard pills to swallow for true- 
believers on both sides of the fence.

But there is another element in Peres’ easy acquiescence in 
surrendering the Treasury. His position is reminiscent of Mr. 
David Levy's horror on being offered the Treasury a year ago, 
after the forced resignation of former finance minister Yoram 
Aridor, and Mr. Levy’s determined and unexplained rejection 
of that offer. 

It is obvious that Premier-designate Peres and his fellow top 
Labour leaders view the Treasury post as the most thankless 
job in the new cabinet. They also believe, apparently, that the 
Likud which created the economic mess should be the one to be 
saddled with the finance portfolio. But that should not have 
meant the near-total handing over of the other important 
economic portfolios, such as industry and trade. and labour, to 
the Likud as well.

TT IS widely agreed that the results 
Of the election to the 11th Knesset 
have clinched the case for a radical 
reform of our electoral svstem.

Israel Labour Party under the chair- 
manship of ‘the late Dov Joseph 
recommended a compromise 
method. . 

It provided for the election of 90 
members by proportional repre- 


* sentation in 30 three-member consti- 


tuencies, and the rest by country- 
wide proportional representation. It 
was this system, modified to 16 five- 
member consituencies and 40 by a 
countrywide vote. that was repe- 
atedly submitted to the Knesset by 
the Labour Party and supported, in 
principle, by the Liberals. Herut and 
others. If the Likud sticks to the 
positions adopted by its component 
parties. a bill on these lines can be 
passed in the 11th Knesset by a large 
majority. 

This system will provide a con- 
siderable degree of direct contact 
between the citizens and theirrepre- 
sentatives in the five-member consti- 
tuencies, each of which would have 
some 170,000 electors, and a total 
population of about 250,000. The

er. Our electoral system is bankrupt. 
The two large parties. the Likud and 
Labour. have a golden opportunity . 
to reform it. If either of them fails to 
take advantage of that opportunity.
